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Fifty-second  Annual  Report. 


Is  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  the 
Board  of  Directors  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  members  of 
the  Association  its  Fifty-second  Annual  Report. 

I. — BUILDING. 

During  the  past  year  no  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
exterior  appearance  of  the  building,  and  but  very  few  changes  in 
the  interior  arrangements.  The  necessity  for  more  shelf-room  for 
our  books  has  been  to  some  extent  relieved  by  the  construction 
of  forms  in  two  of  the  alcoves,  which  are  now  filled,  and  contain 
over  2,500  volumes.  Notwithstanding  this  improvement,  the 
shelving  is  totally  inadequate  for  our  present  needs,  to  say  nothing 
of  our  future  requirements ;  and  it  has  become  a  most  serious 
question  how  we  are  to  provide  room  for  the  constantly  increasing 
number  of  our  books.  Your  Board,  in  common  with  that  of  its 
predecessors,  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  correct 
solution  of  this  problem  is  a  new  and  more  spacious  Fire-Proof 
Building,  further  up  town — one  that  will  reflect  credit  upon  the 
Association  and  be  an  ornament  to  the  city. 

The  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall,  aware  of  the  insecurity  of  our 
building  in  case  of  fire,  have  provided  six  Babcock  Fire  Extin¬ 
guishers,  which  have  been  distributed  throughout  the  building, 
where  they  may  be  most  available  when  required. 
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II.— MANAGEMENT. 

I.  EXECUTIVE  FORCE. 

The  total  number  of  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Library  is  20. 
And  when  it  is  considered  how  great  is  the  amount  of  labor  per¬ 
formed  in  delivering  and  receiving  books  over  our  counters,  as 
well  as  those  handled  in  the  Cataloguing  and  Repairing  Rooms, 
and  the  numerous  accounts  kept,  both  of  subscriptions  and  of 
books  loaned,  this  force  is  certainly  very  limited.  It  is  extremely 
doubtful  if  in  any  other  Library  in  this  country  is  so  great  an 
amount  of  work  performed  by  so  small  a  number  of  persons. 

Your  Board  take  this  occasion  to  say  that  the  various  duties  of 
its  several  employees  have  been  performed  with  cheerfulness, 
efficiency,  and  integrity  in  every  department.  Mr.  Albert  M. 
Palmer,  who  for  several  years  filled  the  position  of  Librarian  with 
great  ability,  resigned  last  J uly,  to  accept  of  a  more  lucrative  posi¬ 
tion,  and  your  Board  appointed  Mr.  George  J.  Schermerhorn  to 
fill  this  vacancy.  Mr.  J.  C.  Trimble,  our  Cashier,  left  us  early 
last  year,  and  Mr.  F.  G.  Bourne  was  appointed  to  that  position. 
These  are  the  only  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  our  force 
worthy  of  mention.  • 

The  number  of  days  on  which  the  Library  has  been  open  for 
use  during  the  year  is  308,  being  every  day  in  the  year  except 
Sundays  and  legal  holidays.  The  Reading-Room  has  been  open 
every  day  except  from  June  3d  to  July  14th,  during  which  time 
it  was  closed  for  repairs,  further  mention  of  which  will  be  found 
under  the  appropriate  head.  Under  the  advice  of  your  Board,  the 
Reading-Room  was  kept  open  on  Christmas  Day  and  Washing¬ 
ton’s  Birthday ;  the  number  of  persons  using  the  room  on  the 
former  day  was  69,  and  on  the  latter,  500.  In  conformity  with 
the  resolutions  of  the  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall,  passed  April  30, 
1872,  and  the  directions  given  by  your  Board,  the  Reading-Room 
has  been  open  between  the  hours  of  1  and  9  o’clock  p.  m.  every 
Sunday  since  the  12th  of  May  of  last  year,  except  during  the 
period  before  mentioned  when  repairs  were  being  made.  The 
largest  attendance  upon  any  Sunday  was  the  12th  May,  1872, 
149,  and  the  smallest  September  8th,  47.  The  average  attend¬ 
ance  has  been  nearly  78 — certainly  a  very  small  number  when 
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compared  with  the  average  attendance  of  week  days,  and  a  much 
smaller  number  than  it  was  thought  would  avail  themselves  of  the 
privileges  it  affords. 

2.  LIBERTY  STREET  AND  YORKVILLE  BRANCHES. 

The  business  of  these  branches  has  been  extremely  prosperous 
during  the  past  year.  The  books  belonging  to  them  are  being 
changed  from  time  to  time,  thus  affording  the  members  using  these 
branches  all  the  advantages  of  the  main  Library.  The  average 
number  of  daily  visits  to  the  Liberty-Street  Branch  has  been  about 
400,  and  the  total  number  of  volumes  circulated  has  been  51,378. 

3.  OTHER  BRANCHES. 

During  the  past  year  the  policy  of  your  Board,  in  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  out-of-town  branches,  has  undergone  an  entire  change. 
The  numerous  complaints  fronqi  members  of  these  branches,  in 
reference  to  the  management  of  them  by  agents  which  were  not 
directly  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  your  Board,  the  con¬ 
sequent  falling  off  in  their  membership,  and  their  constantly 
increasing  expenses,  besides  our  inability  to  furnish  them  with  all 
the  latest  publications,  and  at  the  same  time  satisfy  the  demand 
for  these  books  from  our  home  members,  have  induced  your 
Board  to  close  all  the  out-of-town  branches  except  the  one  at 
Norwalk,  which  has  been  the  largest  and  most  prosperous.  The 
fact  that  these  branches,  when  first  established,  produced  a  hand¬ 
some  income  to  the  Association,  was  the  strongest  argument  in 
their  favor.  Now  that  they  have  ceased  to  be  a  source  of  profit, 
your  Board  do  not  feel  justified  in  continuing  them,  except  in  the 
one  instance  of  Norwalk,  mentioned  above. 

4.  BOOK  DELIVERY. 

This  department  of  our  Library  still  continues  to  be  very  popu¬ 
lar  with  many'  of  our  members,  who  avail  themselves  of  this 
method  only  for  obtaining  books.  During  the  year  the  horse, 
which  has  been  in  service  for  the  past  three  years,  and  which  was 
nearly  worn  out,  was  disposed  of  for  $75,  and  a  new  one  pur¬ 
chased  at  an  expense  of  $215;  about  the  same  time  the  old 
delivery  wagon  was  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  for  $25,  and  a  new 
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one  made  to  order  at  a  cost  of  $325.  The  new  establishment 
now  presents  a  handsome  and  creditable  appearance,  and  is  a 
continual  advertisement  of  the  Association  in  the  streets  of  our 
city.  The  number  of  books  delivered  at  the  residences  of  mem¬ 
bers  during  the  past  year  was  12,306. 

5.  CLASSES.

6.  READING-ROOM. 

In  accordance  with  arrangements  made  with  the  Trustees  of 
Clinton  Hall  last  year,  this  room  has  been  most  thoroughly  painted 
and  repaired,  furnished  with  new  matting  for  the  floors,  and  now 
presents  a  truly  comfortable  and  neat  appearance.  In  addition 
to  these  improvements,  your  Board  have  removed  the  Argand 
burners  and  shades,  and  placed  in  their  stead  the  Bronner  patent 
burner  and  German  globe,  which  thus  far  affords  general  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  the  members  using  the  Reading-Room,  besides  effecting  a 
saving  of  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent,  in  our  gas-bills. 

Your  Board  have  also  adopted  for  general  use  in  this  room  a 
new  and  improved  style  of  newspaper  file,  invented  by  Mr.  George 
Coope,  our  First  Assistant  Librarian,  and  which  is  believed  to  be 
superior  to  any  heretofore  in  use.  From  the  many  highly  com¬ 
plimentary  remarks  made  in  reference  to  our  Reading-Room,  your 
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Board  have  ever)7  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the  same,  and  flatter 
themselves  that  in  all  its  appointments  it  is  excelled  by  none  and 
equaled  by  few,  if  any,  of  the  libraries  of  America.  The  number 
of  newspapers  now  kept  regularly  on  file  in  this  room  is  251,  and 
of  magazines,  211.  The  average  number  of  daily  visitors  is  about 

55°- 

7.-  BINDERY. 

This  department,  which  was  established  two  years  ago,  con¬ 
tinues  to  work  satisfactorily  and  economically.  During  the  year 
there  have  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  binder  and  his  assist¬ 
ants  7,990  volumes,  of  which  3,492  were  books  bought  in  paper 
covers  and  newly  bound.  The  balance,  4,498  volumes,  were  old 
books  repaired  and  rebound.  Besides  these,  97,013  volumes  have' 


been  furnished  with  new  paper  covers. 

The  cost  of  binding  and  repairing  7,990  volumes,  at  the 
prices  formerly  paid  by  the  Association  to  outside

8.  MAGAZINE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department,  through  which  are  loaned  to  our  members  the 
monthly  and  quarterly  magazines  and  reviews,  still  maintains  its 
popularity.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  increase  its  usefulness, 
and  it  is  believed  that  in  our  list  is  embraced  nearly  every  popular 
publication  of  this  kind  issued  in  America  or  England.  The  total 
number  issued  during  the  year  has  been  7,640. 

III.— BOOKS. 

I.  EXTENT  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes,  exclusive  of  pamphlets,  now  in  the 
Library  is  143,273,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  6,070  volumes. 
We  have  sold  during  the  year  849  volumes,  so  that  the  gross  total 
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of  our  accessions  has  been  6,919  volumes.  Of  these  6,381  were 
acquired  by  purchase,  and  538  by  donation.  Of  the  volumes 
purchased,  4,094  were  paid  for  by  the  funds  of  the  Library,  and 
2,287  by  the  funds  of  Clinton  Hall  Association. 

2.  DUPLICATE  BOOKS. 

In  consequence  of  the  discontinuance  of  our  Out-of-town 
Branches,  the  number  of  volumes  in  this  department  has  been 
considerably  increased,  making  it  necessary  to  print  a  new  cata¬ 
logue,  which  has  just  been  issued,  giving  the  number  of  copies 
of  each  book  for  sale,  with  the  prices  affixed.  During  the  year 
491  volumes  have  been  sold,  and  the  amount  received  from  such 
sales  was*$29i.n. 

3.  DONATIONS. 

From  the  many  warm  friends  of  the  Association  we  have  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  numerous  books  and  pamphlets,  of 
which  a  list  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  Among  those  who 
have  thus  favored  us,  special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
editors  of  the  New  York  Herald,  Staats  Zeitung,  Times ,  Tribune , 
World ,  Harpers'  Weekly ,  and  the  Daily  Graphic ,  for  copies  of 
their  respective  papers  sent  us  for  binding.  We  also  desire  to 
return  our  thanks  to  the  heads  of  the  various  Departments  of  the 
Government,  for  valuable  public  documents. 

IV.— CIRCULATION. 

The  circulation  of  our  books  falls  slightly  below  that  of  last 
year.  This  decrease  is  owing  mainly  to  the  discontinuance  of  so 
many  of  our  Out-of-town  Branches,  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  to 
the  depression  which  has  prevailed  in  business  and  financial 
circles  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  issued  was  239,533,  of  which 
163,696  were  delivered  at  the  main  Library;  51,378  at  the  Liberty 
street  or  Down-town  Branch;  12,153  at  the  various  Out-of-town 
offices;  and  12,306  at  the  residences  of  members.  The  daily 
average  circulation  was  780  volumes.  The  largest  daily  circula¬ 
tion  was  on  the  25th.  day  of  January  last,  when  1,647  volumes 
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were  delivered.  The  smallest  daily  circulation  was  502,  on  the 
2 2d  of  August  last.  The  circulation  of  books  in  foreign  lan¬ 
guages  continues  to  increase.  17,155  of  these  having  been  given 
out  during  the  year  just  «nded,  as  against  16,149  previous 
.  year. 

V.— CATALOGUE. 

The  second  supplement  has  been  issued,  and  contains  some 
advantages  over  the  first.  Our  catalogue,  as  a  whole,  is  not  so 
conveniently  arranged  as  it  should  be,  its  classification  being 
quite  difficult  to  understand  until  explained  to  those  examining 
it.  The  plan  of  using  one  alphabet  instead  of  two,  for  cata¬ 
loguing,  is  being  generally  used  in  all  the  libraries  throughout  the 
country,  and  should  be  adopted  by  us  whenever  it  is  determined 
to  issue  a  new  one.

It  will  be  seen,  by  the  foregoing  statement,  that  the  total  de¬ 
crease  in  our  membership,  as  compared  with  a  year  ago,  is  a 
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fraction  over  600.  This  decrease  has  been  accounted  for,  as  has 
been  mentioned  in  another  part  of  this  Report,  by  the  closing  of 
most  of  the  Out-of-town  Branches,  and  the  general  depression 
which  has  prevailed  in  financial  and  commercial  circles  during 
the  year  that  has  passed. 

2.  HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

It  is  our  sad  duty  to  announce  that  during  the  past  year,  the 
Association  has  lost  an  unusually  large  number  of  its  Honorary 
Members,  among  whom  were  some  of  its  most  distinguished  and  ■ 
substantial  benefactors.  The  list  embraces  Francis  Lieber,  LL.D., 
who  has  been  a  generous  contributor  to  the  Association  ;  Hon. 
Horace  Greeley  ;  John  Torrey,  LL.D.  ;  Hon.  J.  Romeyn  Broad- 
head,  the  Hon.  James  Brooks,  and  Thomas  Hall  Faile,  a 
Trustee  of  Clinton  Hall  Association  since  the  year  1846 — one  of 
its  most  useful,  active,  and  honorable  members,  and  one  to  whom 
this  Library  is  perhaps  more  indebted  than  to  any  other  friend  it 
had  in  later  years,  for  the  able  and  successful  efforts  he  made  to 
obtain  subscriptions  to  free  our  building  from  debt,  besides  being 
a  most  generous  contributor  to  the  same  object  himself.  Your 
Board  adopted  the  following  resolutions  of  respect  to  his  memory  : 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mer¬ 
cantile  Library  Association,  held  February  3,  1873,  the  following 
action  was  taken  with  reference  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Hall  Faile : 

“  Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board,  intelligence  has  been 
received  of  the  decease  of  Thomas  Hall  Faile,  Esq.,  which  sad 
event  occurred  at  Nice,  France,  on  the  13th  of  January  last. 

“  Connected  with  the  Clinton  Hall  Association,  as  a  trustee, 
since  the  year  1846,  Mr.  Faile  was  ever  zealous  to  promote  the 
interests  of  our  institution.  His  interest  in  the  library  was  pecu¬ 
liarly  conspicuous  in  the  last  successful  effort  to  remove  the  debt 
on  the  library  building,  and  to  him  we  are  largely  indebted  for 
the  success  attending  that  effort ;  nor  did  his  interest  cease  with 
the  attainment  of  that  important  result.  Having  in  mind  the 
necessity  of  a  more  commodious  and  secure  building  for  the  uses 
of  the  library,  it  was  a  wish  he  fondly  cherished  to  see  such  a 
building  erected. 
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u  We  gratefully  acknowledge  what  he  was  permitted  to  accom¬ 
plish,  and  desire  to  express  our  profound  sorrow,  and  a  deep 
sense  of  the  loss  this  library  has  sustained  in  his  death. 

“  It  is  with  peculiar  satisfaction  that  we  call  to  remembrance 
the  wisdom  of  his  counsel,  and  the  many  virtues  which  adorned 
his  manhood.  Affable  and  pleasant  in  manner,  urbane  in  deport¬ 
ment,  warm  and  sincere  in  friendship,  these  were  the  characteristics 
which  impressed  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

“  In  thus  recording  our  appreciation  of  his  character,  and  our 
sorrow  at  the  loss  sustained,  we  are  impressed  with  the  thought 
that  an  inscrutable  Providence,  which  has  removed  Mr.  Faile 
from  our  midst,  warns  us  that  our  efforts  should  be  unceasing  in 
the  discharge  of  duty,  with  a  deep  sense  of  our  accountability  in 
view  of  the  privileges  we  enjoy. 

“ Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  the  above,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary,  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

Which  were  published  in  the  daily  papers,  and  a  copy  of  the 
same,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  sent  to  the  family  of 
the  deceased.  During  the  year  there  have  been  elected,  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  your  Board,  two  honorary  members  of  the 
Association,  Messrs.  Benjamin  H.  Field  and  William  H.  Guion, 
both  eminent  types  of  the  merchant  princes  of  New  York,  a  class 
to  whom  this  Association  has  never  appealed  for  aid  without  a 
most  generous  response. 

VII.— FINANCES. 

The  total  income  of  the  Association  for  the  year  was 
$38,869.46.  The  total  expenditures  for  the  same  period  have 
been  $38  278.15,  of  which  $32,246.89  was  used  for  salaries, 
rent,  fixtures,  printing,  stationery,  gas,  insurance,  and  running 
expenses,  and  the  balance,  $6,031.26,  for  books  and  periodicals. 
The  amount  of  $391.19,  which  this  Association  had  on  deposit  in 
the  Stuyvesant  Bank  at  the  time  of  its  failure,  more  than  a  year 
ago,  has  not  as  yet  been  recovered,  and  it  is  extremely  doubtful 
whether  we  shall  realize  more  than  'a.  small  percentage  of  the 
same,  when  its  affairs  are  finally  adjusted  by  the  receiver  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Courts. 
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VIII.— BOARD  OF  DIRECTION. 

On  the  8th  day  of  July,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Wilson  resigned  the 
Presidency  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  Mr.  Peter  Voorhis 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  On  the  13th  of  November,  Mr. 
Henry  D.  Lloyd  resigned  the  position  of  Recording  Secretary, 
and  Mr.  Wm.  Curtis  Noyes  was  elected  in  his  stead.  On  the 
27th  of  November,  Mr.  George  C.  Clarke  resigned  the  position 
of  Director,  and  Mr.  Alex.  M.  Eagleson  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  On  the  same  date  Mr.  J.  C.  Currie  resigned  the 
position  of  Director,  and  Mr.  Charles  S.  Arthur,  Secretary  of  the 
Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  was  elected  in  his  stead. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

The  institution  has  recently  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  two  of  its  most  useful  and  gifted  members.  Charles  E. 
King  Sherman,  for  many  years  connected  with  the  Bank  of 
Commerce  of  this  city — an  honored  ex-president  of  your  Associ¬ 
ation — died  at  Naples,  Italy,  on  the  16th  February,  1873,  whither 
he  had  gone  to  restore  his  impaired  health. 

Thomas  J.  Maguire,  a  Director  from  1864  to  1865,  and  for 
seventeen  years  connected  with  the  house  of  Lanman  &:  Kemp, 
of  this  city,  died  on  the  25th  March,  this  year. 

Both  of  these  deceased  gentlemen  took  an  active  part  in 
advancing  the  prosperity  of  your  Association.  Appropriate  reso¬ 
lutions  of  respect  to  their  memories  were  adopted  by  your  Board, 
entered  at  length  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Association,  and 
copies  of  the  same- forwarded  to  the  families  of  the  deceased. 

IX.— LECTURES. 

Unusual  efforts  were  made  by  your  Board  to  present  to  the 
members  of  the  Association,  and  the  public,  an  array  of  platform 
speakers  during  the  past  fall  and  winter,  and  they  flatter  them¬ 
selves  that  no  more  brilliant  list  of  lecturers  ever  appeared  in  this 
city,  under  the  auspices  of  this  or  any'similar  association.

February  5th  and  10th,  Mark  Twain,  “  Satidwich  Islands,"  and 

the  last  and  concluding  lecture,  at  the  Academy  of  Music, 

April  24th,  by  John  B.  Gough,  subject:  uWill  it  pay  ?  " 

These  entertainments  were  unusually  well  patronized,  both  of 
Mark  Twain’s  lectures,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  attracting  the 
largest  audiences.  The  net  proceeds  of  these  lectures,  $468.17, 
were  placed  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Association  and  expended  in 
the  purchase  of  books. 

X.— FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

During  the  year  your  Board  have  filled  the  vacant  Scholarship 
belonging  to  this  Association  in  Columbia  College,  by  conferring 
the  same  upon  Mr.  Thomas  S.  Ormiston  (a  son  of  the  distin¬ 
guished  divine,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Ormiston,  D.D.,  of  the  Collegiate 
Reformed  Church  of  this  city),  a  young  man  of  high  moral  and 
intellectual  standing,  whose  collegiate  attainments  will  doubtless 
reflect  honor  upon  the  Association  and  credit  to  himself.  The 
other  scholarship  belonging  to  the  Association  is  filled  by  Henry 
Whitney  Bates,  whose  standing  in  his  class  is  highly  creditable. 

XI.— CLINTON  HALL  ASSOCIATION. 

To  the  gentlemen  comprising  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
Association,  our  thanks  are  eminently  due  for  the  kindness,  con¬ 
sideration,  and  liberality  which  has  marked  their  course  towards 
your  Association  and  your  Board  of  Direction  during  the  past 
year.  In  the  death  of  one  of  their  number,  Mr.  Thomas  Hall 
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Faile,  the  Association  has  lost  one  of  its  most  active  and  pains¬ 
taking  members.  As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  their  Report, 
they  have  appropriated,  for  the  purchase  of  Books,  the  sum  of 
$8,960.69,  the  number  of  volumes  added  being  2,287,  and  en¬ 
tirely  of  a  standard  character. 

XII.— REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EXAMINA¬ 
TION  OF  BOOKS  AND  OTHER  PROPERTY  OF 
THE  ASSOCIATION. 


The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  your 
Board  to  make  an  examination  of  our  Books  and  other  property,  in 
accordance  with  Section  20,  Article  3,  of  the  Constitution  : 


To  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  : 


Gentlemen — Under  your  appointment,  we  have  made  an 
examination  of  the  Library  in  its  several  departments,  and  have 
to  report  thereon: 

1  st.  The  Books  in  good  order,  and  well  arranged  on  the 
shelves. 

2d.  The  Reading-Room  noticeably  neat  in  all  its  appointments. 
Abundantly  stocked  with  the  newspapers  and  magazines  of  the 
day,  and  even  more  attractive  than  formerly,  by  reason  01  the 
recent  improvement  in  lighting. 

3d.  An  unmistakable  evidence,  through  all  the  apartments  in 
use  by  the  Association,  of  a  painstaking  care  and  thorough  per¬ 
formance  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  clerical  force. 

The  Library,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  has  outgrown 
the  building  it  occupies.  The  shelves  seem  to  be  absolutely  filled 
with  books,  and  we  can  see  no  room  for  any  considerable  addition 
in  volumes.  Some  plan  for  more  room  should  be  adopted  at  once. 
This  fact,  with  that  other  which  is  so  apparent  to  every  visitor — 
the  daily  risk  of  fire  and  the  consequent  incalculable  loss — points 
to  but  one  conclusion,  with  the  expression  of  which  we  close  our 
report.  The  Library  needs  a  more  spacious  and  fire-proof  building, 
and  needs  it  now.  Signed,

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XIII.— INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  SAVINGS  OF 
MERCHANTS’  CLERKS 

The  President,  Vice-President,  and  Treasurer  of  your  Board, 
who  are  also  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
above  institution,  have  to  report  that  this  institution  is  managed 
with  marked  ability.  Its  deposits  now  amount  to  the  sum  of 
$3,461,126.45,  and  we  recommend  it  with  the  most  perfect  con¬ 
fidence  to  the  notice  of  the  young  men  of  our  city,  although  it  is 
not  entirely  confined  to  their  use. 

XIV.— CONCLUSION. 

And  now,  fellow-members,  having  given  an  account  of  our 
stewardship,  let  us  remind  you  that  the  books  and  other  property 
of  your  Association,  of  almost  incalculable  value,  are  insured  for 
the  sum  of  $105,000.  Think  you,  in  case  of  the  destruction 
of  the  building  you  now  occupy,  by  fire,  that  this  sum  would  re¬ 
place  the  treasures  of  literature,  science,  and  art  now  stored  within 
its  walls  ?  Most  assuredly  not.  In  the  language  of  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  books  and  other  prop¬ 
erty  of  this  Association,  “What  we  need  is  a  more  spacious  and 
fire-proof  building,  and  we  need  it  now.”  To  quote  the  language 
of  two  of  New  York’s  distinguished  merchants,  the  longer  this 
most  important  matter  is  delayed,  the  less  number  of  desirable 
locations  have  you  to  select  from.  One  of  these  gentlemen  stated 
to  the  writer  that  he  would  be  one  of  a  hundred  gentlemen  to  con¬ 
tribute  $5,000  each  towards  creating  a  fund  of  half  a  million 
dollars  in  cash,  and,  with  the  amount  which  would  be  realized  from 
the  sale  of  the  property  now  occupied  by  us,  the  matter  would 
become  an  accomplished  fact.  The  other  merchant  referred  to 
also  indicated  his  intention  of  contributing  a  similar  amount,  and, 
if  necessary,  he  would  make  it  $10,000. 

That  this  subject  may  take  some  practical  and  definite  shape 
during  the  coming  year,  and  that  such  a  building  may  be  erected 
at  no  distant  day,  through  the  princely  munificence  of  the  mer¬ 
chants  and  others  of  New  York — a  structure  that  will  reflect  credit 
and  honor  upon  the  Association,  and  be  an  architectural  ornament 
to  this  great  and  imperial  city  of  the  Western  World — is  the  wish 
of  every  true  friend  of  the  Association.
